The applications tor tavern license 
to sell liquor at Mannlngton and 
quart license to sell liquor at Oak 
Hill have aroused the good people 
or that seot'on or the county as they 
have not been aroused ror quite a 
while. Manniagton used to be a 
very touRh spot when liquor was 
sold there, becoming so much so 
that even tne Christian county au- 
thorities finally rerused further li- 
cense on that side or the line. It is 
now proposed to open a doggery on 
the Hopkins County side under the 
application now pending, under the 
fiction of law which requires the ap- 
plicant to prove that a tavern Is 
necessary at that point ror the con- 
venience or the traveling public. 
The real purpose, however, is ob- 
vious—and that is to rnn a saloon, 
not a tavern. Nobody ever stops at 
a tavern at Maunington, and if they 
did, it would be dangerous to do se 
if a saloon was operated In connec- 
tion with one. 

Tbe application for aquart lioenss 
at Oak Hill is equally vicious in iu 
purposes. The men making the ap- 
plication have a mere handful of 
groaeries, together witb a soft drink 
ataud, and the real purpose of tns 
application is to sell -'boose" p«l- 
usarilv. Tnay are not what they 
mijrht be termed bona fide merchant 
bat the elalm of being boul fled mer- 
chants is a mars pretence, required 
by law, before their application for 
quart license aoald be considered.

The emergencv of Japan as 
a world force, the uwakeujtie 
of China, 'he ferment of soc- 
ial and political ideas iu India, 
the quickening of national 
consciousness in Persia apd the 
remarkable political and re? 
ligious readjustment taking 
place in Moslem lauds, from 
the island Sumatra on the east 
to Constantinople on the west, 
are conditions which will tax 
to the utmost the wisdom and 
faith of the Christian states- 
man who prays and plans for 
the extentiou of the kingdom 
of Qod in all the earth. 



The tack of evangelizing the 
world is one of gigantic propor. 
tions. To furnish one mission- 
ary to every 25,000 heathens the 
American churches mast increase 
their force from 4,000 to 20,000 
missionaries and their gifts from 
•9,500,000 to $40,000,000 annual- 
ly. This is assumiug that the 
Christians of America are respon- 
sible for 500,000,000 of the uo- 
evangelized. This, large as it 
seems, is less than oue fifth of 
wh*t is spent on the churches at 
home, less thai) a street car fare 
a week per church member. 

Of these unevaugelized millions 
assigned to one denomination 
•lone, 20,000,000 are {■ China, 
within that Gibraltar of missions 
atwliose unyielding front mis 
eiouaries have beeu p iundiu^ for 
more than half a ceutury. 

la an appeal to the people of 
tins denominating oue of the 
secretaries says : , 

"lu the Sunrise Kingdom of 
Japan there are 7,000.000; in 
K irea, thai laud of spiritual mar- 
vels, where the revival fires uev- 
er wane, there are 2,000,000 
broken -hearted people; in Brn- 
sil, the rich aud wonderful laud 
of the Southern Cross, there are 
5,000,000; Mexico presents the 
problem aud privilege of evange- 
Using 0,000,000 of her popula 
Cuba, the Pearl of the Au- 



tUlea, nestles close to our shores 
and there 1,000,000 people await 
the glad tidings." 

This constitutes an army equal 
to one-half the whole population 
of the United States. As one 
writer In- said: They come 
from the Ktst and the West, all 
open aud friendly to as, vtxed 
with vagae unrest and fall of un- 
voiced questionings. We are 
their hope, we hold their destiny 
ia oar hands. Sball we fail 
them?" 

Orsst Work ComplfUd 

The Coogo Reform Association 
formed nearly teu years ago. hav- 
ing finished the task for which it 
was created, recently disbanded 
It was through this organization 
that startling charges were 
brought against King Leopold of 
Belgium for his campaign of era 
elty in connection with the gath 
ering of crude rubber by the na- 
tives of the Congo basiu. The 
association focused the atteution 
of the civilized world upon an 
intolerable situation aud brought 
to bear upon it all the forces of 
righteous public iudiguation. 

The association had five ob- 
jects, each of which has been at- 
tained. They were: The abol- 
ltiou of atrocities ; the abolitmu 
of the mam features upon which 
the slave system reposed ; the 
separation of the administrative 
from the commercial element ; 
direct taxaliou in place of irreg 
ular demauds for rubber; free- 
dom of trade. 

The civilized world owes a 
great debt to the Englishmen who 
formed this sssociatiou. For 25 
year* the Congo couutry was the 
sceue of some of the most ruth- 
less savagery ever practiced by 
white men upon a depeudeut 
people. 

It is said ou good authority 
that during the Leopol I regime
